M. C. A. campaign approaches tlie eve 
of its drive to secure at least $40,000 
for additions and improvements. 

Tlie objective is pretty well known — 
a Swiiiiiii in ji Tool, Auditorium, .Motion 
Pictures, larger and better Gaaie and 
Club .Rooms, increased supervision, ex- 
panded activities, more facilities for 
caring for that surplus energy of our 
young people — your liny or your neigh- 
bor's boy, especially — during their idle 
hours, and for the development of 
community spirit and aetivitios. 

Even now the Association is the focal 
point of the vast majority of borough 
events — the building is frequently tax- 
ed to capacity in caring for meetings 
and events of our local associations, 
but still the facilities fall far short of 
the demands of the community. 

The proposed improvement.- are unan- 
imously conceded to he worth-while in 
every lenticular, and to provide facili- 
ties nil of which are badly needed by 
our town. 

The Association has reached the posi- 
tion where it must go ahead or go back. 
and the officers and directors feel couli- 
dent from the expressions of the friends 
of the Association that the town would 
not permit the work of the Association 
to be withdrawn, well knowing that 
even with its limited facilities and re- 
sources it has done a good work. 

The management, however, hopes 
with the aid of all our people to make 
this Community Center 100 per cent, 
complete and efficient, and events lead 



it to believe that this is a possibility 
\c;y shortly to be realized.

Memorial Hall Propos- 
ed for Narberth 
Tribute 



There i.s exhibited in the Post Office 
window a sketch showing a proposed 
Memorial Hall for Narberth. 

The plan conti mplntes acquiring the 
present Fire House, building a ne'.v 
front in architecture similar to the pres- 
ent V. M. C. A.; building a tower on 
the southwest corner to take care of a 
clock, having four faces which will be 
illuminated at night, also to contain 
an electric siren for calling out the 
fire company. 

A suitable bronze tablet to be placed 
in the front; of the building showing the 
names of all the boys who wmir from 
Narberth to the World's War. 

By squaring up the present building, 
a new room would lie provided on the 
first lloor for Council meetings, which 
would lie considerably larger than their 
present quarters. Directly over the 
room would be a good sized room called 
the "Trophy Room," to be used for 
small meetings of the American Legion. 
The idea being that any large meetings 
of the Legion would be held in the 
present large room (Elm Hall). 

The property now has a value of at 
least fifteen thousand dollars, and 
when the proppsed improvements have 
been added would represent at least a 
twenty-five thousand dollar memorial. 

By laming the Memorial Hall over 
to the people of Narberth, it would be 
governed by the Borough Council, who 
wouiil always be here to insure the 
building being hep! in good condition 
and the maintenance would be paid 
by the tax payors of the borough. 

It is necessary that the borough have 
good lire fighting apparatus and volun- 
teer till men. The time has about ar- 
rived when men should be kept on duty 
both day and night In answer fire 
alarm*. A part of the duty of these 
men would be to keep the building ill 
good condition. 

By the borough owning the huibl- 
••!'.:■. the present rent paid to tlie Fire 
Company would be .-aveil and any in- 
come received from rent of hall or any 
other room would come to the borough, 
a direct benefit to all tax payors. 

Tho building would be a pleasing 
sight, in its Colonial simplicity; the 
clock would be a practical ornament, 
the electric alarm is now badly need- 
ed: the American Legion would have 
a home of their own, rent free, as 
long us there is a borough of Narberth 
and an American Legion. 

Tho bronze tablet would show to all 
who the brave boys were who left 
their Narberth homes for the war and 
appropriate stars would show those 
heroes who did not return. 

Borough Councils would have a suit- 
able meeting place, Narberth would 
have a Memorial and a Municipal 
Building that they would be proud of, 
and the Fire Company would have 
their financial difficulties till smoothed 
out, so that any dues coining iu would 
be used for entertainment purposes in 
place of the few members maintaining 
a building as at present, for the good 
of all the tax payers of the borough. 

A meeting of the General Memorial 
Committee will be called for Thursday 
evening, November l.'l, at S P. M. in 
Council Chambers, when the details of 
this proposed -Memorial will be submit- 
ted, and it is to be hoped that the en-

A STATEMENT. 
To the Citizens of Narberth: 

On Monday, November Urd, a drive 
will be started by the .Association, as- 
sisted by about a hundred of our public- 
spirited citizens, for a fund of at least 
$40,00(1 to equip us with many facili- 
ties which the borough badly needs for 
the proper care of its young people 
and the best interest of our town. 

We earnestly solicit the thoughtful 
consideration, interest, co-operation and 
assistance of all our townsfolk. 

The Association is not unmindful of 
the sentiment expressed by some bear- 
ing on a so-called "Community Cen- 
ter," and while it is felt that that 
sentiment, as generally understood, does 
not properly represent a majority of 
the community, it nevertheless deserves 
due consideration, and has had the 
thoughtful consideration of this Asso- 
ciation. 

A strict "Community Center," oper- 
ated by the "Community," is an ideal- 
istic plan seldom successful, and then 
onlj- in centers where the support, 
financially, is much stronger than 
would be possible in Narberth. 

The "Community Center," so-called, 
is without permanent responsibility; is 
unable to maintained interest after the 
novelty has worn off, and is never as 
responsive to the needs of the most in- 
terested element, the young people of 
the community, as this Association is 
and can be. 

The officers and directors of this In- 
stitution are devoting their best ef- 
forts and means to maintain the work 
with a special thought for the morale 
of our young people — the future men 
and women of Narberth. 

There is nothing a "Community Cen- 
ter" affords that cannot be provided 
by the Association and in addition, the 
Association works with the advantage 
of permanent organization, backed by 
local men impelled by an incentive be- 
hind their efforts which for years has 
stood the gaff of inadequate support 
and helpful interest, and which would 
not obtain in the ease of the strictly 
•'Community Center" as generally 
known, and intended. 

To be profoundly frank, the first and 
main object of tho Association is the 
care of and benefit to our young people, 
and will it not be conceded that this 
indeed should be the foremost objective

The Association recognizes the need 
of a Community Center and feels it is 
and can still better be a real center 
of the town's activities, combining all 
essential advantages, and avoiding in- 
herent and inevitable disadvantages of 
the "Community Center" as commonly 
understood. 

Appreciation of the need of such a 
center, a sense of responsibility to our 
town — its young people especially — and 
due appreciation of the anticipated sup- 
port, of our townspeople, impels the 
management to gladly take the oppor- 
tunity of again giving assurance that 
the policy of the Association is that 
all of it.- facilities and activities shall 
be available to all our people, its or- 
ganizations and clubs. 

This contemplates the use of the 
swimming pool and all other facilities 
of the plant by all of Narberth people, 
and use of the auditorium by any of 
our townspeople or their organizations 
for any purpose naturally to lie ex- 
pected and required in a community 
such as ours. 

This, therefore, can, should and is 
intended to be your own center of the 
town's activities, and as such is em 
titled to and it is hoped will receive 
your most thoughtful and active sup- 
port in every way.
